Paris, April 28.—The Française Re- 
publican says, that the Qerman govern- 
ment has informed M. Flourens, minis- 
ter of foreign affairs, that Prince Bis- 
marck admiis that if the arrest of Com- 
miltary Schnaebel was made on Frensh 
territory, the international law will re 
quire his release.

Bbbijn, April 23.—No fears of war 
with France are entertained here.

stated that M. Schnaebel was watched 
for a month prior to his arrest and that 
he frequently made secret visits to Metz 
for the purpose of stirring up a revolt 
against the Qermans. 
Of this fact the 
government has ample evidence. M. 
Schnaebel is held a close prisoner. 


THE OIMTORY. 


A Bank Offleial Tires of the Company of 
Creditors and Disappears; Like- 
wise the Bank's Funds. 


Chioaoo, April 23.—A special from 
! !>etroit, Mich., printed here this morn- 
ing, says: 
"It has just come to light 
that Wm. B. Mitchell; president of the 
Exchange bank at Detroit, has disap- 
peared with all the funds of the concern. 
Itfitchell came here from Mount Clem- 
ens three or four years ago and bought 
out the banking firm of Fisher & Pres- 
ton, 
who did 
a 
large 
business. 
April 8 th, Harris & Son bought three 
drafts at the exchange board for $700. 
They were drawn on the Importers and 
Traders National bank of New York and 
were returned protested. Mitchell made 
lame excuse, took up the drafts and 
gave others on the same New York 
house. Immediately after issuing the 
second lot of drafts, Mitchell disappear- 
ed, but the fact was not known until 
these drafts, like the first ones, came 
back unpaid. The amount of the short- 
age is unknown." 


Later.—Beports of the alleged defal- 
cation of W. G. Mitchell, president of 
the Exchange bank, are greatly ex- 
aggerated if not entirely false. Mitchell 
has sunk an indefinite amount by bad 
muiagement, but according to his book- 
keeper there is no defalcation. 
His en- 
tire unprotected indebtedness is only 
about $3,000 and it is claimed this will 
be made good. 
The bank was a small 
unincorporated affair. 


Harrow Escape firom a Conflagrafloii. 


HuirrmoTON, April 23.—Warren, a 
town in the southern part of this connty, 
had a narrow escape from a conflagra- 
tion Wednesday night. A large frame 
bam belonging to ex-County Superin- 
tendent Huff caught fire and, with con- 
tents, was completely destroyed. The 
town is without a fire departmtot. A 
heavy wind was blowing and carried the 
cinders to other buildings. Several took 
fire, but were only slightly damaged. 
The flames were kept from spreading by 
the efforts of the citizens on top of 
buildings with buckets.

diana—The Project is 
Backed by a Capi- 
tal of $75,- 
000,000. 


Fort Wayne is happily situated in a 
hundred and one ways. It is on the 
line of the great east and west trunk 
lines, it escapes the cyclones, plagues 
and troubles that make life a burden, 
while it boasts of the strongest banks, 
the greatest manufactories and the best 
class of people to be found comprising a 
city anywhere on the globe. 


Thb SBMTiNBii has a mammoth pro- 
ject to unfold and once consummated. 
Fort Wayne is ready to take her place 
at the head of Indiana cities. 


The Chicago Maii, a newspaper en- 
tirely reliable, has this news: "Mr. Wil- 
liam P. Flanders, the millionaire phi- 
lanthrophist and public spirited Citizen, 
was seen by a reporter for the Mail at his 
palatial Michigan avenue residence this 
morning. 
Mr. Flanders was seated in 
his handsome and well-stocked library, 
before a table which was covered with 
manuscript, books of reference ant ad- 
dressed letters. 


"I came to make some inquires re- 
garding the progress your company is 
making in the way of bringing natural 
gas to Chicago," said the reporter. "I 
don't think the people here are familiar 
with your ideas on the subject, and perr 
haps, if you have time, it would be as 
well to give me some of thé details. " 


"Ah, I see," said Mr. Flanders, "you 
want the story of my project so that 
everybody will understand it. 
Well, in 
the first place, let me tell you that the 
! [llinois and Pennsylvania Natural Gas 
and Tube company, capital $75,000,000, 
limited, is already incorporated in the 
states named, is organized under the 
laws of the United States, owns fran- 
chises for the right of way of its pipe 
lines through Illinois, Indiana, Ohio and 
Pennsylvania, and has purchased 27,000 
acres of the best natural gas territory in 
the Keystone state. 
So you see we 
mean business. We have made seventy- 
five borings on our own lands, and with 
two exceptions all will yield handsomely. 
Now, as to our plans. 
We will first lay 
two parallel lines of tubing from the 
gas fields to Chicago. On the gas fields 
we will construct as many gasometers, 
immense in size, as there are flowing 
borings—probably 
100 in 
number. 


'h^e gasometers will also be fed by ar- 
tificial gas, a small per centage of which 
assists in purifying the natural, owing to 
its superior carbonic qualities. The 
combination produces a light as power- 
ful, as brilliant, and yet not as glaring or 
as injurious to the eyesight as the elec- 
tric blaze. The per centage of artificial 
gas required to distroy the yellowish 
coloring of the natural is about one foot 
to every 1,000, so you see that it is a 
very small matter. 
The gasometers on 
the gas lands will be fed directly from 
the wells. 
The consumption will to a 
great extent regulate the number and 
size of these machines. If the consump- 
tion is great the surplus will be reduced, 
so that we will not find it necessary to 
supply so much storing room. We will, 
of course, regulate this also by limiting 
the number of borings to the demands 
made upon ua for gas, but as we expect 
to supply the great Mississippi Valley 
with light and fuel the capacity of our 
lands will probably be fully employed. 


"In addition to those made for storage 
on the gas lands we will erect gasometers 
for distribution and storage purposes all 
along the line. We have not, as yet, 
decided where these shall^be located, but 
may say that one will be erected at 
Alliance and another at Marion, in Ohio, 
and at Bichmond, another at Shelby, an- 
other, at Lima, and three or four at Fort 
Wayne, in Indiana. The latter will be 
general distributing point, from which 
many large towns, 
including Indian- 
apolis, will be supplied. 
A similar 
station will be located in Ohio, from 
which Cincinnati, Cleveland, Toledo, 
Columbus, and all the large towns in the 
state will receive their light and fuel, 
but it is not determined yet just when we 
will erect these works. 


"The next ceniral distributing point 
will very likely be within a few miles of 
this city. I dare not give you the name 
of the place, as it would interfere with 
negotiations for land now in progress. 
This will be the source of supply for the 
city of Chicago and all its suburbs, as 
M ell as for the large cities of Illinois, 
Wisconsin and Iowa. 


Ton will ask how we are to provide 
to meet all these demands. The 
pipes which we will lay from Pennsyl- 
vania to Chicago will be larger than any 
of Chicago's water mains. We will be 
able to carry from the gaa fields 1,000,- 
100 feet a ufiDute with fifty wella, and we 
oan eaaly qnadraple thia yield by maUng 


gaa 


pose to buy them if we oan do so^at 
reasonable price, or to issue artificial 
gas companies stock in our company for 
the transfer of their plants. This we can 
do in other cities to our certain know- 
ledge, and I don't see any reason why 
we cannot do it here. The profit on the 
investment will be greater than the ex 
isting companies have ever had a reason 
able hope of securing under the old sys 
tem. Indeed we practically give them 
$3 for $1. But we oan better afiord to 
do this than to put in new plants. There 
need be no tearing up of streets in Chi- 
cago except for one great central main, 
from which fuel gas will be supplied. 
The street and house pipes now in use 
will answer all purposes." 


"Our gas is to be used for fuel in all 
the manufaotories; it is used for heating 
purposes in almost every house; it is 
used for cooking purposes almost exclu- 
sively. 
There is no more any coal 
smoke, no longer any flying soot, no 
longer any blackened walls or dingy 
house fronts in Pittsburg. 
One may 
keep a white shirt clean there now for a 
week. 


" Well, inside of two years Chicago 
and all the other large cities of the west 
will undergo a similar change. 
Coal 
will be abandoned as a fuel almost en- 
tirely. 
Cheap light and heat will be the 
greatest blessing of the century. The 
cleanliness, the convenience, the econ- 
omy of natural gas will open a new era 
in the nation's progress." 


"How soon will the work be com- 
menced in Chicago?' asked the reportsr. 


"Immediately," replied Mr. Flanders, 
"or just as soon as we have paved 'the 
way for it. We must first make our 
arrangements with the gas companies. 
This done, the rest is simple enough. 
The pipes can be laid in a very short 
time."

THE WHEEL. 


Tangent vs. Direct Spokes, Cyclometers 
and ltemg¡of Interest to Wheelman. 


I see Gccasicnally in ' the columns of 
the wheel papers and elsewhere, certain 
articles relative to the mérite of direct 
and tangential spokes, and the conclu- 
sions arrived at seem to be to the eflfect 
that a wheel of a tangential pattern is 
the stronger, but at the same time so 
mnch more rigid, that the jar attending 
the riding of a rongh road is transmitted 
undiminished to the rider. Perhaps this 
is true to some extent, but certainly not 
to the extent one would |be led to be- 
lieve from the prominence given to 
this style of reasoning. 
With the sus- 
pension saddles now universally used in 
this country, and the use of tires of gén- 
érons diameter, the difference between 
the two styles in the matter of vibration 
is hardly perceptible. Contrary to the 
philosophy of the writers of said articles 
the fact remains that the perfect wheel 
must be as rigid as if it were soHd, and 
for the same reasons that the forks and 
handle bar must be as stiff as possible; 
namely, that all efforts on the part of 
the rider must be transmitted to that 
point of the wheel which is at that mo- 
ment in contact with the ground undi- 
minished by any springing of handle 
bar, forks or spokes. A wheel built for 
racing 
must be as rigid as it 
is 
possible 
to 
make 
it, so 
that it will respond instantly to any in 
creased power applied by the ridor. 
This it will not do if there is any give or 
spring to the spokee, but will actslng- 
giahly as it were. Now this is as trae of 
road machines as of racers. 
A wheel to 
be a good hill climber, mnst be rigid, 
that all power applied must be ntilized 
and none wasted by the springing of the 
spokes and for the same reasons, a rigid 
wheel is better on a rongh road, as it is 
more easily forced over theobttmotions. 
It is claimed that a direct spoke wheel is 
more easily repaired and this is tme, bnt 
it is correspondingly liable to need re- 
pairing as the spokes are ooustantiy 
jarring loose and where one spoke is 
loose, it throws an nndne strain npon 
its neighbors, consequently an nntme 
wheel. 
Another weak point in direct 
spoke wheels is the solid rim, which is 
not strong enough of itself to bear any 
strain, thus throwing the whole duty 
npon the spokes, and buckled wheels are 
the result. 
A properly built tangent 
wheel cannot be bnokled. 
Another 
point of superiority of tangent spoke 
wheel is the narrow tread, a great point 
in hiU climbing as well as speed. I am 
sure that with a good saddle of the Lil- 
libridgel Victor or *Kirkpatriok pattern 
yon will find the mnoh talked of ''ex- 
cessive [vibration" all moonshine.—(Z.

He was elected a member of the 
water-works board in 1879 and under his 
guardianship the works were constructed 
and developed, until now twenty-nine 
miles of pipe stretch out to every part 
of the city, giving water to the people 
and fire protection to property In 
all this 
time 
every thing 
about 
the water works department was sys- 
tematized. The letting of service con- 
nections were taken from contractors 
and furnished by the department at re- 
duced eost to ¡the taxpayers, pipe ex- 
tensions were made in a like manner and 
aside from the saving to the people aud 
the city, the street and alley excavations 
were repaired and everything worked for 
the best interests of the municipality. 


Of course, a permanent source of 
water supply remains unprovided and 
the reservoir is unfinished, but those 
improvements rest with the council en- 
tirely, as the water works trustees are 
powerless but to advise and express their 
wishes. 


Yet in all these years the management 
of the water-works has been above re- 
proach. The affairs and finances were 
open as a book and, while there were 
honest differences with the tmstees as 
to the sources of water supply, every 
one looked at the work as a model of ex- 
oell«ace, honesty and devotion to the 
public good. 


It is tme the office of water works 
trustee is not remunerative, bnt this fact 
did not deter Mr. McGullooh from 
giving the duties his best at- 
tention and 
very 
much of his 
time. 
In this fact lies one of his 
chiefest claims to honorable mention 
and the thanks of his fellow citizens.

WHERE

FOUND. 


Claims of the Whitby People in Kesrard 
to Its Formation. 


Jet is a shining black substance which 
is found in seams dissociated from other 
black miuez-als, and not in the coal regions 
of England, but in others, notably near 
Wliitby, in Yorkshire. It occurs also in 
Saxony and in the amber districts on the 
Prussian shores of the Baltic. The scien- 
tists maintain that it is a variety of coal, 
but the Whitby folks adduce many cir- 
cumstances that go to prove that it must 
have been at some time in a gummy or 
semi-Kquid state quite unlike coal from 
ligneous som ces. Bits of vegetal^ sub- 
stances are often found imbedded in it, 
also flies' wings and other small articles, 
which favor tlie Whitby theory. 


The stratxmi called jet rock is foimd 
mostly at Whitby, in a sort of shale, 
which, when distilled, yields ten gallons 
of oil a ton. The nature of the connec- 
tion between this oil and jet cannot now 
be determined, though some connection 
evidently existed in past times. There is 
hard jet and soft jet, the former being 
the best. It occurs in detatched pieces, 
ranging ha size from a domino up to those 
many pounds in weight. The largest 
piece ever found was six feet long, five 
inches wide and one and a half inches 
thick. The British museum refused to 
give ten guhieas for it, but a dealer paid 
fifteen for it and cut it up into crisses of 
imusual size. How long jet, or black 
amber, as it was formerly called, has 
been worked at Whitby is not known, 
but certainly for many centuries. 


In a tumulus or barrow near the town 
the skeleton of a lady was found, sup- 
posed to belong to the ancient British 
days, before the date of the Danish in- 
vasions, and with it were earrings of jet 
two inches long by a quarter of an inch 
thick. They were heart shaped, with a 
hole in the upper part for the wire. Jet 
possesses considerable electric quahties 
like amber. It was made into beads and 
rosaries in the middle ages by the monks. 
As a trade it had not much activity till 
the beginning of the present century. 
The Spaniards made beads and rosiiries of 
the soft kind of jet, and when English 
ladies began to wear it in momning the 
Whitby industry began to flourish. At 
first the workers used only knives and 
files, but Mattliew Hill discovered a 
method of turning this brittle sub- 
stance in a lathe. 
The largest find 
ever made was forty years ago, at North 
Batts, 
a spot in the neighborhood 
of Whitby, and consisted of 370 pieces of 
stones, valued at $1,250. 
The jet is 
picked up on the shore, at the foot of the 
cliffs, but this is of an inferior quality. 
A dangerous mode of obtaining it is to 
cut down the face of the cliff, until a jet 
seam is reached. It is also tunneled for 
twenty miles inland, near Bilsdale, in the 
Cleveland hilis. The men rent the work- 
ings, as in the copper and tin mines of 
Cornwall, and they may work a month 
without coming across a bit of the 
precious stuff. The prices for the best 
hard jet is three shillings a poimd; for 
the soft, one shilling. 
The Whitby 
variety is the finest known, as it is 
touglier and more elastic than any other, 
and admits of a higher polish. Many 
articles sold in the shops as Whitby jet 
are derived from the PjTenees, and are 
liable to break tlu-ough sudden heat or 
cold, which is due to a slight per cent, of 
sulphur in the Spanish variety. 


He Loved His l)og. 


In the greatest of the ancient Hindoo 
poems—the sacred book of the Mahab- 
harata—there is a passage of exceptional 
beauty and tenderness, which records the 
reception of King Yudiautliira at the 
gate of Paradise. A pilgrim of the heav- 
enly city, tlie king had traveled over vast 
spaces, and one by one the loved ones, 
the companions of his journey, had all 
fallen and left liini alone, save his faith- 
ful dog, which still followed. He was 
met by Indra and invited to enter the 
holy city. But the king thinks of his 
friends who have fallen on the way and 
declines to go in without them. The god 
tells him they are all within, waiting for 
him. Joyful, he is about to seek them, 
when he looks u|K>n the poor dog, who, 
weary and wasted, crouches at his feet, 
and asks that he, too, may enter the gate. 
Indra refuses, and thereupon the king 
declares that to abandoii liis faithful and 
dumb friend would be a.s great a sin as to 
kill a Brahmin. 


Away with that felicity whose price is to abandon 
the faithful: 


Never, come weal or woe, will I leave my faithful 
dog. 


The poor creature, in fear and distress, has 


trusted in my power to save him; 
Not, therefore, for life itself, will I break my 
pllKhted word. 


In full sight of heaven he chooses to go 
to hell wdth his dog, and straightway de- 
scends, as he supposed, thither. But his 
virtue and faithfulness change his desti- 
nation to heaven, and he finds himself 
surroimded by his old friends and in the 
presence of the gods, who thus honor and 
reward his humanity and unselfish love.— 
John G. Whittier.
